The Center of Political Interest in 


Georgia Just Now. 


AUGUSTA. GA., Aug. u.—Thomas E, 


Watson's district will be the center of 
political interest in Georgia for tho next 
few days. The Populists held their dis- 
trict convention yesterday to select 
Watson's successor us congressional 
candidate, and today the Democrats 
hold their convention in Sandersville, 
to nominate a successor to Representa- 
tive Black, who declined reuomination. 
These nominations will be of great in- 
terest, coming as they do ou the heels 
of the three most bitterly contested 
elections ever held in this state, in 
which invective, riot and disorder have 
played leading- parts. 


Whoever Watson says will undoubt- 


edly be nominated by the Populists, as 
he holds the state in" his hand, and W. 
II. Fleming, speaker of the hist state 
legislature, will probably be named by 
the Democrats. 


Mr. Watson says lie has made no 


schedule for speeches, nor mapped atiy 
program for himself in the national 
campaign, as he is in the hands of the 
executive committee and he is awaiting 
their meeting on August 15.

A few complaints have been coming j 


in for the last few weeks of a very un- 
pleasant taste in the Portsmouth ice 
and some people wore about to conclude 
that it was unhealthy. Such, however, 
is not the case by any means. The 
taste is that of cooked water. 
Th*e 


water in the river from which the ice 
is manufactured requires a whole lot of 
filtering, distilling and cooking to get 
the impurities out. The water, when 
it is ready for freezing, is clear and 
absolutely free from all impurities. 
The littlo taste is not that of ammonia, 
oil or anything used in the manufacture 
of the ice. 
All the artificial ice plants 


depending on the Ohio river for their 
water supply, have been put to the 
same annoyance. To get the filthy 
water perfectly clear and pure it has to 
be cooked until quite often that rotten 
unpleasant taste is imparted to the ice. 
There is nothing unhealthy abont it. 


It is a hard matter to overcome* this 


slight objection to the artificial ice, 
but Mr. Esselborn says that with the 
river clearing up again and improve- 
ments in their factory, the objection 
on this score will entirely disappear. 
The ice manufactured by the Ports- 
month plant has been analyzed time 
and again and has always been found 
as pure as any artificial ice in the state. 
The demand for it this year has been 
phenominal and the product of the 
plant has been consumed faster than it 
could be manufactured. The capacity 
of the present factory will be doubled 
next year.

Moreover, us the 


population has been going right ahead 
at Lho saine^time, and the savapes are 
bejrinniujr to accustom themselves to 
Blurts, the reduction should have been 
gradual and slight.

since the act of demonetization in 1S73, 
and it is said to be due to overproduc- 
tion, not to demonetization. In other 
words, tho ijoldolaters claim lhut if 
silver had 
been freely coined ritrht 


alocjr, its value would have fallen just 
the same, 
lu 4S years the west has 


produced fully §2,000,000,000 of gold 
and 81,350,000,000 of silver, yet gold has 
maintained, even increased, its value, 
while silver has declined. Here the 
production theory meets with a snag-. 
In 187.r>, according to the director of 
the mint, the world's gold production 
was 897,500,000, while the estimate for 
IS'JO is §220,000,000. 
The gold produc- 


tion in 21 years has irore than doubled. 
It has increased 125 per cent. 
The 


conclusion is unescapable 
that the 


value of gold has been kept up because 
of free coinage, and that silver has 
fallen because it, has not had ths ad- 
vnuiag-e of free coinage. 
Certainly, if 


there were anything in the gold theory 
that free coinage cannot aft'eot value, 
and that a great increase in production 
is sure to lower price, then the phe- 
nomenal increase of 125 per cent, in 
the production of the yellow metal 
ought to have sent the price of it down 
to Jericho.—Memphis Commercial-Ap- 
peal.
